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REPORT  OF  THE 

Superintendent  of  Schools. 

To  the  School  Board  of  Hill: 

I  herewith  submit  my  sixth  annual  report  as  superin- 
tendent of  schools. 

As  I  review  the  six  years,  the  outstanding  things 
achieved  seem  to  me  to  be;  a  broader  viewpoint  gained 
by  the  pupils  from  the  subjects  studied  through  the 
means  of  increased  supplementary  reading  and  supple- 
mentary material  properly  applied  to  subjects  studied; 
the  functioning  of  this  broader  knowledge  in  every  sub- 
ject studied  and  in  a  better  general  interest  in  current 
events;  the  assembling  of  all  the  children  in  one  build- 
ing, thus  giving  all  the  advantages  of  the  same  teaching 
and  the  social  influance  arising  from  the  larger  classes 
and  broader  associations;  the  sending  of  the  eighth 
grade  pupils  to  Franklin  where  better  facilities  and 
opportunities  are  afforded  and  better  preparation  given 
for  ninth  grade  work  than  Hill  could  give  with  its  two 
room  organization;  the  consequent  better  opportunity 
for  individual  work  in  the  remaining  grades;  a  better 
general  morale  and  improved  interest  in  school  work, 
not  only  among  the  pupils  but  among  the  parents;  an 
awakening  to  the  fact,  in  the  minds  of  the  pupils,  that 
education  does  not  all  come  from  books;  that  habit 
formation  is  an  important  factor  of  school  work  today. 

It  might  be  better  for  Hill  to  have  another  room  with 
basement  and  a  third  teacher  who  would  take  all 
seventh  and  eighth  grade  work  including  some  Domt-s- 
tic  Arts  work  and  some  Mechanic  Arts  work.  The  cost. 
outside  the  building  itself,  would  not  be  much  greater 
than  the  average  cost  of  transportation  and  tuition  for 
eighth  grade  pupils    to    Franklin.      The    equipment    of 
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such  a  building  would  mean  a  comparatively  large 
expenditure  to  be  reasonably  adequate. 

r^Ms  year  the  n\  mber  of  pupils  necessitated  the 
installiii^'"  of  seats  in  the  cloak  corridor  and  employing 
a  third  teacher,  or  rather  a  series  of  teachers  as  cadets, 
iron)  the  Keene  Normal  School  This  arrangement  is 
very  unsatisfactory  fro?'  'le  health  standpoint,  though 
I  feel  that  much  has  been  gained  from  the  greater 
opportunity  provided  for  more  individual  work  with  the 
pupils  by  the  teachers.  I  should  not  recommend  con- 
tinuing this  arrangement  another  year. 

The  repairs  to  the  school  building  this  year  will  be 
mostly  on  the  walls  and  ceilings.  These  need  to  be 
freshened  as  they  are  badly  smoked  from  the  furnace 
which  for  some  reason  does  not  work  as  it  should.  The 
heating  is  unsatisfactory  on  cold  days  as  it  distributes 
itself  so  unevenly  among  the  rooms  and  hallway.  This 
should  be  invc-jtigated  and  trouble  found  and  remedied 
before  expending  money  on  the  refinishing  of  walls  and 
ceilings. 

Play  ground    work    is    acknowledged    to    be    a    great 

factor  in  present  day  education.     I  wish  it  were  possible 

;     er  and  more  extensively    utilize    the    large    play- 

,^r'c      d    space    on    the    school    grounds.      In     the    play 

ar       ities,  properly  directed,    there    is    much    of    educa- 

aal  value. 

The  past  year  was  a  successful  one  in  the  school  work. 
Good  progress  was  made  under  efficient  teaching. 
There  was  no  eighth  grade  last  year  but  there  are 
eleven  in  this  years  class,  the  most  of  whom  will  go  to 
junior  high  school. 

It  will  be  necessary  this  next  year  to  expend  more 
money  than  usual  for  textbooks  and  supplementary 
material  as  much  of  the  present  supply  is  badly  worn. 

There    have    been    very    few    graduations    from     the 
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Franklin  High  School  for  many  yef^rs  that  Hill  has  not 
been  represented  in  the  graduatinf;-  class.  This  year 
there  will  be  two,  Olin  Swett  and  j'ernard  Sleeper 

The  school  work  this  year  is  go.ug  weT  ^e  interest 
is  very  apparent  and  the  results  I  am  sure  will  be  satis- 
factory. 

May  I  again  express    my    appreciation    to    you    as    a 
Board  for  your  courtesies,  confidence  and  co-operation.
